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Nassar gets 60 years

Ex-MSU, USA Gymnastics doctor sentenced on child 
porn charges awaits punishment in sex assault cases

GRAND RAPIDS - Larry Nassar, the 
54-year-old former MSU and USA 
Gymnastics doctor whose work took 
him to multiple Olympic Games, re- 
ceived an effective life sentence when 
a federal judge on Thursday sentenced 
him to 60 years in federal prison on 
child pornography charges. 

“He has demonstrated that he 
should never again have access to chil- 
dren,” U.S. District Judge Janet Neff 
said as she imposed a sentence that 
went beyond guidelines calling for 22 


to 27 years in prison. 

He was sentenced to 20 years on 
each of three counts to which he’s ad- 
mitted. The sentences are to be served 
consecutively. 

Neff also ordered that his federal 
time would be served consecutive to 
state sentences for sexual assault to 
which he’s also admitted. He will be 
sentenced next month on those 
charges. 

The courtroom was filled to capac- 
ity. Among those in attendance were 
several victims of Nassar’s admitted 
sexual assault, their relatives and

Ed leaders 
join push 
to lower 
school age 


ISTA sets effort among 
top legislative priorities

Another leading education group in 
Indiana has come out in support of 
lowering the age at which children 
must start school to 5 years old. 

Lowering the compulsory school 
age is one of the Indiana 
State Teachers Associa- 
tion’s top priorities for 
the upcoming legisla- 
tive session, said ISTA 
President Teresa Mer- 
edith. 

“It was appalling to 
me when I realized the 
compulsory age was 7,” 
said Meredith, a kindergarten teacher. 

Current Indiana law allows parents 
to keep kids home until they’re 7 years 
old and wait to start formal schooling 
until the first grade. Meredith said 
about 7,000 eligible students don’t 
show up for kindergarten. 

“When those children do show up in 
school, their experience is different 
than their peers,” she said. “They’re 
behind from the get-go.” 

ISTA, the state’s largest teachers’ 
union, joins State Superintendent Jen- 
nifer McCormick and some legislative 
leaders in calling for the change. Mc- 
Cormick outlined the Indiana Depart- 
ment of Education’s priorities last 
month. 

“We are really pushing pre-K, allow- 
ing for a potential sabbatical at kinder- 
garten and then starting up at 7?” Mc- 
Cormick said at a meeting last month. 
“There is just too much on the line.” 

According to the National Center for 
Education Statistics, 34 states and the 
District of Columbia have a compul-

Attorney general says ACLU-sheriff deal breaks law

Indiana’s attorney general has filed a 
motion to intervene in a settlement be- 
tween the Marion County Sheriff’s Of- 
fice and the American Civil Liberties 
Union of Indiana that would end war- 
rantless ICE detention requests. 

Curtis Hill objects to the signed set- 


tlement agreement 
struck a month ago be- 
tween the ACLU and 
Marion County Sheriff’s 
Office to end Immigration 
and Customs Enforce- 
ment detainer requests 
to hold people who are 
believed to be in the country illegally. 
“Our nation’s immigration laws are 
put in place to protect the public,” Hill

said in a written statement. “Establish- 
ing a policy that requires law enforce- 
ment personnel to not cooperate with 
each other not only violates Indiana law 
but jeopardizes public safety.” 

Under detainer requests, local police 
hold people in jail beyond the time when 
they otherwise should be released from 
an arrest, generally a 48-hour period. 
This affords the immigration agency 
more time to check their citizenship sta- 


tus and, if needed, get a deportation 
warrant, even if the initial arrest was for 
something as minor as a traffic infrac- 
tion. 

The requests are not signed by a 
judge and do not require probable cause 
that the person believed to be in the 
country illegally has committed a crime.
